A 12-year-old and 13-year-old from 
Didsbury have been charged in connec¬ 
tion with threats made against Westglen 
Middle School hist week made their first 
appearance in court yesterday to answer 
to the charges.

ahold of these individuals. I wanted to

I gency plans into play. It was a good test 
of our communications and I think it 
S6C went very well," he said. 

“As the investigation continued and 
the youths had been located and arrest¬ 
ed 

the risk of a threat had been consider¬ 
ably reduced." 

O’Dwyer says, police believe the 
threats in question were never made to a 
student at Westglen School. 

As the investigation progressed, police 
were made aware of potentially useful 
material on a website allegedly utilized 
by the youths. 

“In the early stages of the investigation 
the website became known to us and 
became known as a location for either 
threats being portrayed or that pictures 
(posted) were threatening in nature and 
disconcerting in nature." 

Tech crime experts froze the website, 
allowing police to preserve any materi¬ 
als that may be valuable in their probe. 

“This allows us to seize and obtain IP 
addresses, blogs, e-mails, and any activi¬ 
ty associated with that site," he said, 
adding that three other websites are 
presently being investigated. 

"We still have a lot of work left to do." 
Police have been in contact with prin¬ 
cipal of Westglen School, Jeff 
Thompson, along with other staff, and 
Natasha Schmale/Didsbury Review students on a daily basis, 
of a high profile incident where “This is a really unfortunate situation, 
udes as well as being positive and I think it was dealt w ith in a very pro¬ 
fessional manner by the police," he said.

“It’s a huge thing, it’s 
frightening. It’s a scary 
thing to have to consider. 
People are highly emotion¬ 
al and highly charged over 
this. 1 believe our students, 
staff, and community mem¬ 
bers know what a great 
place this is.” 

Thompson says he has 
heard questions and con¬ 
cerns from parents since 
the arrests last week. 

“There has been a lot of 
anxiety, a lot of nervous¬ 
ness. People are dealing 
with it well but there is still 
that anxiety. 

“Parents are very con¬ 
cerned. They want to make 
sure their children are safe, 
and I understand that. I 
want them to know that we 
are doing everything we 
can to keep them safe." 


Family wellness workers 
have been available to 
staff, students, and parents 
since last Monday. 

“We have been offering 
support to students that 
have needed to talk to 
somebody as things came 
out and how they were 
thinking or feeling regard¬ 
ing their safety,” said fami¬ 
ly-school wellness worker 
Christy deGreeff. 

Last Wednesday, the 
other town family wellness 
worker and one responsi¬ 
ble for the schools in 
Carstairs made themselves 
available. 

“My number one priority 
has always been, and will 
always be the safety of our 
children,” says Thompson. 

“We are a great communi¬ 
ty. I’m very proud of this 
community. We have got a 
lot of wonderful children 
here and we have a build¬ 
ing full of oaring adults.”

“Seven years ago in an 
attempt to move away 
from industrial develop¬ 
ment we built a new home 
as far away as possible,” 
stated the presentation. 
“When annexed into town 
the taxes will increase and 
its value will diminish in an 
industrial park. With chil¬ 
dren at home ages 6, 8, and 
10 we were hoping to get 
another 15 years before 
being annexed. The house 
is approximately 5500 
square feet and we have a 
50 X 20 machine shed. To 
replace our family farm 
home at another location 
would cost over 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 .” 

While the facts in their 
presentation were believed 
to be true, the appeal appli¬ 
cants suggested they be 
checked for accuracy. 

The towm of Didsbury 
presented the process it 


went through involving 
negotiations with 

Mountain View County 
and county residents 
involved. 

The Town stated the 
property in question is a 
necessary participant in 
the annexation as it plans 
an industrial park. 

“We have to look at infra¬ 
structure for that whole 
area," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal. “If that piece isn’t 
included, we really can’t 
do that.” 

Wittal says long-term 
planning cannot be accom¬ 
plished for land that isn’t 
their property. 

If the MGB decides in 
favour of the appeal, Wittal 
says the town will need to 
explore other avenues to 
produce the servicing nec¬ 
essary for the industrial 
park. 

County representatives 
also spoke in support of 


the town’s overall annexa¬ 
tion proposal. 

“It’s a difficult process 
for us because it’s not 
something that any of us 
have gone through,” com¬ 
mented Wittal following 
the hearing. 

“It delays the whole 
process but it is neces¬ 
sary to ensure that every¬ 
one has their say.” 

Following the presenta¬ 
tions, MGB members 
asked questions to all par¬ 
ties involved, for the pur¬ 
pose of clarification. 
They are now expected to 
take the information gath¬ 
ered from the hearing to 
formulate a recommenda¬ 
tion to be presented to 
the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs. 

The minister will then 
make a decision on the 
recommendation prior to 
it going before cabinet for 
approval.

Rev. Naiu-y Nourse of the Didsbury United Church 
described feelings of disappointment following an incident 
of vandalism Mareh 1. 

Multiple marks of graffiti, including an upside-down oni- 
eifix, commonly recognized for representing anti- 
Christianity, covered the building. 

“It's disrespectful," said Nourse. “But at the same time, we 
have to think about why these tilings are happening, and 
have to have concern for these people. Is it out of anger? Is 
it out of boredom? It is out of, what’s going on in their life 
and they are retaliating that way? They don’t know how 
else to express themselves?” 

Pastor said three community seniors spent most of the 
day cleaning the mess. 

“For me, that's the frustrating part,” she said. “Whoever 
does it thinks it's just a building or just mi institution, hut 
when it lakes volunteers, who tend to he seniors, it tends to 
be a lot of work. 

It;iffects a lot of people, not just the building." 

Nourse said most of the damage was done to windows on 
the building. 

“In a way, (hat was a relief, which made it easier to get 
off,” she said. 

A fence and minivan belonging to a neighliour of the 
church was also marked with spray paint the same morning. 

An investigation by Didsbury RCMP is ongoing.

Oil sands a balancing act

the sake of environmental protec¬ 
tion. Yet with the demand for ever 
more oil sands production coming 
from around the world, the 
provincial government finds itself 
facing some tough choices. 

And now - in a scene very remi¬ 
niscent of an earlier era when 
Edmonton and Ottawa went toe- 
to-toe on the issue of resource 
development - the federal Liberals 
have jumped into the fray, making 
a nuyor push to turn Alberta’s oil 
sands into a national political 
issue. 

“The government must realize 
that unrestrained, unlimited 
expansion of the tar sands will 
have environmental conse¬ 
quences," said Liberal environ¬ 
ment critic David McGuinty. “We 
need to ensure that as we expand 
the oil industry we take the time 
to properly protect the environ¬ 
ment, the health of Albertans, and 
the health of all Canadians.” 

The oil sands are causing seri¬ 
ous health concerns to aboriginals 
living in communities in north¬ 
eastern Alberta, he said. 

“With hundreds of thousands of 


cubic metres of waste from the 
tar sands leaking into the 
Athabasca River each year, it is 
no wonder that those living down¬ 
stream are raising the alarm 
bells,” he said. 

The aboriginal leaders of the 
affected communities say the oil 
sands have lead to dramatic 
increases in the incidence of 
lupus, asthma, and rare forms of 
cancer on their reserves. 

If those aboriginal leaders are 
right, then the Stelmaeh govern¬ 
ment shouldn’t need any prompt¬ 
ing, from the federal Liberals or 
anyone else, to take prompt 
action to address those problems. 

If, however, the Stelniach Tories 
think they can ignore the environ¬ 
mental impacts of oil sands devel¬ 
opment with a claim that the 
money generated there helps all 
Albertans, then they should also 
expect to have a very big national 
fight on their hands in the coming 
days. 

The bottom line is Alberta’s oil 
sands must be developed and 
operated in an environmentally 
friendly fashion. 


The newly re-elected provincial 
Conservative government will 
have its hands full with a myriad 
of pressing issues over the next 
four or five years. 

Health care, education, the 
economy, affordable housing and 
many other things will certainly 
be keeping government MLAs 
hopping. 

And as one of the province’s 
biggest economic engines - pro¬ 
ducing more than one million bar¬ 
rels of oil a day - the oil sands 
industry in northeast Alberta also 
promises to be the focus of much 
public attention over the coming 
months. 

In particular, the impacts of the 
vast oil sands extraction industry 
on the environment and the health 
of residents living nearby is likely 
to remain a hot-button issue, both 
in the surrounding communities 
and across the province. 

A number of oil and gas compa¬ 
nies recently called on the 
province to rein in production for
